Labor Union of that city yesterday 
branded Clara Bow, Lionel Barrymore 
Marie Dressler, Conrad Nagel, Noah 
Beery and Louise Dresser “unfair” be- 
cause of their attitude toward Equity. 
The action was taken pursuant to a 
request from the Los Angeles Central 
Labor Council.

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Philip Goodman Seeks Writ 
Against Dramatists’ Guild 


Producer, Placed on Unfair List, Claims Serious Loss Will 
Result if His Productions Are Stopped—Case 
To Be Heard Tuesday 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Philip Goodman applied in Supreme Court last Priday 
for an injunction to restrain the Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ League of 
America from putting into effect a ruling declaring him in bad standing with the 
guild, and for an order notifying its members at once that he is in good standing 


Goodman alleges that 
number of musical comedy players, 
among them Mary EFaton and Oscar Shaw. 
and that he will not be able to carry out 
his plans for the coming The 
case will be argued in Supreme Court 
tomorrow.

The notice sent by the guild, placing 
Goodman on the unfair list, was sent out 
early last week, and, according to Good- 
man, the action causes a complete re- 
versal of a decision handed down by the 
American Arbitration Association last 
June, in which it was decided that he 
had not been guilty of any willful breach 
of contract, and that he was therefore 
still in good standing. It was further 
agreed in the arbitration that the $16,000 
which Goodman owes to members of the 
guild would be paid off from the profits 
of his productions this fall. 

As a result of the notice sent out by 
the guild, placing him in bad standing, 
Goodman contends that he is unable to 
proceed with arrangements made with 
Vincent Lawrence for the production of 
his play, Among the Married, in the com- 
ing season, and that it further disrupted 
arrangements with Donald Ogden Stewart. 
Richard Rodgers, Lorenz Hart, Fred 
Thompson and Maxwell Anderson for 
productions in the fall 

Last May the Dramatiste’ Guild took 
action against Goodman, claiming breach 
of contracts with four of their members, 


Bert Kalmar, Harry Ruby, Guy Bolton 
and Fred Thompson The complaint 
stated that approximately $16,000 was 


owing to their members in unpaid royal- 


ties on two musical productions, The 
Ramblers and The Five o’Clock Girl. 
Both productions, according to Good- 
man, were successful in New York, but 
lost more than $190,000 on the road. altho 
the authors and composers received 


$155,000 in royalties 

The case was placed before the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association, and was 
arbitrated by a board, on which Leroy 
Clemons represented the guild Nelson 
Macy represented Goodman, and Leo S 
Bing was the neutral member. The board 
decided that Goodman was not guilty of 
any willful breach of contract, and 
a result he was to remain a member of 
the guild in good and would 
be allowed to engage in further produc- 
tion this fall, paying the $16,000 owing 
to the guild out of future profits. Good- 
man therefore went ahead with produc- 
tion plans, which cannot be carried out 
because of the recent action of the 
guild 

Accompanying Goodman’s application 
to Supreme Court for an injunction 
against the guild are affidavits signed by 
Leo S. Bing, Leroy Clemons and Nelson 
Macy, the three arbitrators, in which 
they state that as a result of their find- 
ings in the arbitration, Goodman is not 
guilty of contract breach, and that 
he, therefore, should not he declared un- 
fair.

Hokus-Pocus, 
which will be his third production in 
the new season, is a German play by 
Kurt Goetz adapted by B.- Harrison Or- 
kow. Another play on Woods’ schedule 
is Grand Hotel, an adaptation by Edward 
Childs Carpenter from the German of 
Paul Frank, and Happy New Year, also 
slated to be produced in the new season 
is an adaptation from the German by 
Edith Ellis. Two more German plays he 
is planning to produce are Poor as a 
Church Mouse and Fourth From the 
Right. The former has been adapted by 
Elmer Harris and the latter by Fred Bal- 
lard Woods will also do The Tiger in 
Men, an English play by Dion Titheridge, 
and The Enemy, a drama adapted from 
the Prench of Antoine. 

Gilbert Miller’s plans for the coming 
season in New York include only plays 
written by foreign dramatists.

Early Reaction Reveals 
Sunday Shows Favored 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Early returns in 
The Billboard poll to learn the pro- 
fession’s attitude toward the adoption 
of Sunday performances for the legiti- 
mate theater in New York and other 
States where they are not allowable, 
shows that the majority of those who 
have replied are in favor-of their adop- 
tion. The question is soon to be dis- 
cussed at a special meeting of Actors’ 
Equity Associa@on. 

In practically every letter received the 
writer states that he believes Sunday 
shows will be of economic benefit both 
to the spoken theater at large and the 
actor in particular. Permitted to cater 
to the Sunday crowds on the same basis 
as the motion pictures and various sports, 
the majority of those who have replied 
feel that the legitimate theater can 
underwrite many of its losses, thus sav- 
ing many productions that under cur- 
rent conditions are not strong enough 
to carry along on a six-day week. “Sun- 
day performances,” says one writer, “may 
not mean as many productions during 
the season, but it would mean longer 
runs and engagements for the players.” 

Those opposed to the move base their 
case on the claim that it is an imposi- 


tion on their rights to one day of rest 
a week. As members of Actors’ Equity 
Association, which is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, they 
argue that it would be suicide from a 
labor standpoint to fight for a seven- 
day week when all other bodies are 
actively engaged in seeking a five-day 
one. 

The anti-Sunday-shows faction is also 
suspicious of the managers’ willingness to 
pay extra salaries for the Sunday per- 
formance and states thaf it would be only 
a question of time that a means of evad- 
ing it would be discovered.

Labor Influence Credited 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Willingness of 
the producers suddenly to at least dis- 
cuss the Equity movement for organiza- 
tien of motion picture actors is attributed 
to the action to date of about 15 central 
labor unions in striking at the box of- 
fice of the theaters by asking their 
members not to attend pittures in which 
artists classed as “unfair” by Equity 
have parts. 

About two weeks ago Equity caused to 
be sent out a circular with resolutions 
and the names of “unfair” actors and 
actresses in pictures, asking that the va- 
rious central labor bodies thruout the 
United States take action with a view 
to getting all union men and women in 
the country to refrain from attending 
the pictures in which these artists ap-, 
peared. 


The Los Angeles Central Labor Trades 
Council sent out the appeal in behalf of 
the actors’ organization and already in 
various sections the box office of thea- 
ters is threatened with being ignored by 
hordes Insiders believe that within a 
very short time this action would prove 
an insidious force toward harming the 
theaters themselves. The central labor 
bodies, thru adopting resolutions sug- 
gested, would get all local labor unions 
to agree to stay away from such thea- 
ters as were exhibiting pictures with 
the “unfair” stamp. Secretaries of all 
local unions in such localities were in- 
structed by the 15 labor councils thus 
far behind Equity to check the theaters 
in that territory and whenever pictures 
with Clara Bow, Lionel Barrymore or 
others listed as “unfair” were to be 
shown, they were to advise the theater 
manager of their stand. With most mo- 
tion picture audiences drawing a large 
percentage of patronage from the work- 
ing classes, this move eventually would

strike viciously at the box office and 
cause not only the big producer chains 
to feel the pain, but throw independent 
exhibitors and chains into a panic. Hav- 
ing contracted for pictures, they could 
not rearrange bookings to conform with 
the edict of the labor councils and 
hold their trade. 

It is understood there are around 45 
Names of stars and important players in 
pictures who have been placed on the 
unfair list given to the various central 
labor bodies to guide them in ignoring 
certain pictures. 

The move thru the Central Labor 
Councils covers all unions, whether allied 
with theatricals or not, but in no way 
involves members of the operators, stage- 
hands or musicians’ unions employed 
in theaters playing pictures, except the 
patronage of these theaters by them- 
selves or their families. With Equity 
chieftains and members feeling consider- 
ably more optimistic from this end over 
the outlook for a victory than they did 
three or four weeks ago, when headway 
seemed uncertain, hope is expressed that 
the fight can be won without any walk- 
outs sympathetically by other unions. 

Such a move will be taken only as 
a last resort and then reluctantly, ace 
cording to good authority, because of an 
unwillingness on the part of Equity to 
throw out of work thousands of union 
workers among musicians, operators, 
stagehands, scenic artists and the like 
who cannot well afford to be out of 
work. The move thru the labor trade 
councils thruout the country, with the 
balance expected to follow the 15 al- 
ready supporting Equity on an attend- 
ance embargo against the theaters, is 
taking the place of a strike of allied 
motion picture labor unions and is ex- 
pected as a powerful ace in the hole, now 
sprung, that will bring about quick ac- 
tion toward a discussion of Equity Shop 
in picture production 

Local unions in some cases are report- 
ed to have made donations to Equity 
in its present campaign, following 
indorsement of the organization’s move 
by William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, at the 
outset of the offensive. 

Developments production and or- 
ganization in the East are minor.

The act 
boosted not only the local taxi concern 
but promoted to no limited extent the 
good name of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System. Godfrey and other RKO 
executives are minded now, it is report- 
ed, not to permit breaks to outsiders of 
this nature to occur again. Orders con- 
veying this thought will be forthcoming 
this week, according to indications. 

In the future orchestra “names” 
booked on the time and affiliated, while 
playing, with some w. k. hotel will be 
carefully advertised so as not to give 
undue prominence to the hostelry with 
which they are affiliated. Recently one

This line was dropped 
shortly later and now Hamp goes on his 
way, his billing appended by the less 
obvious mercantile plug, Twenty Minutes 
of Sunshine.

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Canned Pit Accompaniment Coming Soon; 
Biggest Blow to Musicians in History 


Firm Reported Being Formed for Marketing Revolutionary 


Scheme—Columbia Graphophone Declared Interested 
—Boon to Small Managers—Possibilities Untold 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5—The nucleus has been formed for what is conservatively 
regarded as the most revolutionary move in mechanizing theater entertainment 


since the advent of sound and talkies. 


The second great advance in the mod- 


ernization of vaudeville is wrapped up in a process, fully protected by patents, 
which will introduce a new era of canned musical accompaniment for acts 


Musicians, who have been down in the 
dumps since sound and talkies became 
strongly intrenched in straight picture 
and combination houses, are due for the 
worst setback in history, if plans of the 
protagonists of canned musica] accom- 
paniment are even partially realized. 
From indications, there is every reason 
to believe that canned pit music will be 
a reality in the fleld for which it is in- 
tended by the middle of next season. 

Under the new system of canned pit 
music, acts will be in a position to touch 
portions of the theater field in which 
they never before have ventured. The 
idea is a boon for the small-house op- 
erator, whose pocketbook heretofore has 
not been large enough to satisfy his de- 
sire for stage attractions. In its com- 
paratively crude state, the canned ac- 
companiment principle will not apply 
universally to vaudeville entertainment. 
Acts, for instance, that depend upon 
musica] and noise effects to be put over 
simultaneously with ad lib. pieces of 
business, will have to be omitted, for 
the present, from consideration as usables 
under the new phase of applying the 
canned music principle. 

Little more than a bare idea of the 
canned accompaniment development is 
available at this early stage, but from 
what a Billboard reporter was told by a 
reliable source, its possibilities are im- 
mense. In fact, even should the new 
process of accompaniment fall short of 
the expectations of its thus-far-anony- 
mous sponsors, it will still loom up as a 


factor to oe Gealt vith in American 
vaudeville. 
It is believed that the Columbia 


Graphoplone outfit is indirectly inter- 
ested in the group 2f recently patented 
devices which will make canned accom- 
paniment possible. The organization 
dedicated to the marketing and popu- 
larizing of the revolutionary device is 
now in the process of formation, but 
this branch of the work is proceeding 
with utmost secrecy. While not posi- 
tively proven, it is said that C. Wesley 
Fraser, former RKO booking executive 
and now conducting his own general 
theatrical agency, is tied up with one 
phase of the proposition 

Under the plan of execution already 
formed, acts using the canned accom- 
paniment idea will record the musical 
portions of their acts in studios operated 
by the projected firm. Depending upon 
contractual arrangements made with the 
recording firm, acts will either buy or 
lease the disc records of their accom- 
paniment. It is understood that, with 
few exceptions, the owners of the patents 
Will retain possession of the master im- 
Prints. Instead of carrying music folders 
on cates, acts using the canned idea will 
be supplied with convenient records. 
Upon arriving at a house for which they 
are booked, the semi-canned acts will 
turn their records over to a specially 
trained operator. A rehearsal will be 
necessary for obvious reasons. 

The mechanically accompanied show 
will proceed with the operator seated in 
the pit, and skillfully adjusting volume 
and tempo as the acts do their usual 
routines. The plan, of course, is meant 
for wired houses, but its backers are also 
prepared for invading unwired houses. 
To this end trucks will be available with 
complete apparatus therein for the re- 
production and amplification of the 
records carried by acts. These trucks will 
be backed up to the stage door, thus 
bringing the apparatus in fairly close 
touch with the front of the house. 

Tt is not believed that serious obstruc- 
tions will be placed by musicians in the 
way of the canned accompaniment inno- 
vation. Not unless the A. F. of M. can 
find constitutional relief for the vast 
injury it will suffer thru the develop- 
ment. Yet this is believed improbable 
Under general agreements between mu- 

Land house managers, the union 


or its local cannot force houses to use 
musicians unless an agreement has ale 
ready been made for a definite period 
to the contrary. The operators employed 
to operate the devices to be placed in 
the pit will, it is understood, be union 
musicians. Men of expert musical knowl- 
edge are required for the work. 

Canned accompaniment will not affect 


to a large extent the larger centers, but 
will most likely sweep like a cyclone 
over those areas that are now deprived 


of vaudeville entertainment because of 
prohibitive cost entailed in maintaining 
permanent pit orchestras

The booking of Half Married for the 
Albee date is regarded as a pre-release 
since last week the film was on the 
Radio schedule for first-run release on 
October 13.

and study. Douglas Ieft last week for 
the tour and will return in about 15 
days, at which time, according to re- 
port, he will be elevated as managing 
director of one of the de luxe Loew 
houses in the Greater New York area. 


Terre Haute May Be 
Without Vaudeville 
Owing to Strike 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 3——Owing 
to the current strike here as a result 
of union musicians being let out upon 
installation of sound equipment, the 
Indiat:a Theater, Terre Haute’s only 
vaudeville house, may not reopen with 
the regular season this fall. 

The Grand, Indiana, Liberty and 
American theaters all are on the unfair 
list. The Liberty is closed, while the 
other two houses are using non-union 
operators.

To Gyp Aets 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Local officials of 
the Actors’ Union of America believe they 
have nipped in the bud an attempt by 
unidentified parties both to discredit 
the organization and to gyp unemployed 
performers out of loose change. Up un- 
til several days ago vaudevillians turn 
ing to picture-casting agents for work 
were being solicited to join what they 
informed is the Actors’ Union of 
The canvass was being made by 
several individuals who had with them 
exact duplicates of the application 
blanks issued by the Chicago vaudeville 
actors’ group 

After collecting $2 fees from several 
of the actors seeking work with the as- 
surance that these would bring the con- 
tributors immediate picture work, one 
of the applications fell into the hands 
of Jack Miller, a picture actor. Well in- 
formed of the activities of the AUOA, 
Miller took his story to Equity head- 
quarters. Equity in turn immediately 
dispatched two of its representatives 
Edward Robbins and Frank Mufson, to 
Bob Talbert, who is in charge of the 
local branch of the union. 

Talbert convinced the Equity represen- 
tatives that his organization did not. 
directly or indirectly, authorize the 
solicitation, most of which took place 
on the 9th and 10th floors of the Bond 
Building. where an appreciable number 
of picture agents and casting folk are 
situated. 

To make certain that the unknown 
solicitors were not working directly from 
Chicago, Talbert wrote to Phil Phillips 
the AUOA president, and received the 
following reply: 

We have carefully noted what you say 
in reference to the Equity accusation gov- 
erning your solicitation of employees for 
moving pictures, and I have come to the 
conclusion the question in its entirety is so 
ridiculous that it would be folly to waste 
further consideration on same. We are 
quite confident that you will experience 
no difficulty in presenting a buliet-proof 
contradiction. 

The tone of Phillips’ reply is accounted 
for by the early attitude of Equity that 
the AUOA was meddling in affairs out- 
side of its jurisdiction. Thus far Tal- 
bert has not yet received any complaints 
from performers of being swindled out 
of the $2 payments. 

It is believed by union officials that 
the solicitation was inspired by in- 
dividuals unfriendly to the organization, 
and concerned also with taking in a few 
shekels by the gyp-promoting scheme.

strain, and now all sentiment has been cast aside No matter how the tide may 
turn in the vaudeville trade, the period beginning with Labor Day will find 
Eastern act marts lined up _ solidly 
against old ideas in material and act 
routining. Whether for better or worse ‘ert’s The Undercurrent have already 


is problematical. One factor is certain: 
things will be different. 

The cry for youth in act personnel, 
which was first sounded by RKO when 
Hiram S. Brown took the reins early last 
season, is being taken up by the other 


outfits. The panic is on for the old- 
timers with their stereotyped ideas in 
act presentation. Judging from early 


demands of leading producers and 
bookers, every branch of vaudeville en- 
tertainment will be revamped in the long- 
threatened revolution against “the same 
old stuff”. 

Taking up the various branches as they 
occurred to one of the leading bookers 
in the country, a Billboard reporter 
was enlightened as to the specific fea- 
tures of the new era in vaudeville. In 
the dancing department, for one, styles 
will be radically changed. The old idea 
of methodical clog and soft-shoe hoofing 
is being dropped like a hot coal. En- 
couragement of a dezree never proffered 
before will be given to singles, doubles 
and troupes specializing in the newer 
routines with a heavy leaning toward 
rhythmic tapping and the like. 

The conventional allez-oop boys are 
doomed to an early death. Acrobatic 
turns to receive even the slightest con- 
sideration as pick-up material will have 
to be speedy, sensational and packed 
with maneuvers and stunts never seen 
before in American vaudeville. If us- 
ing acrobatic offerings at all, RKO as 
wel! as Fox, it is reported, will not allow 
them to fall into subordinate positions 
both in bill spotting and in exploitation 
An acrobatic affair will either be taken 
and touted to the skies or dropped from 
serious consideration altogether. 

Character comedians of the old school, 
acc?rding to the results of the survey 
of leading consumers in local territory, 
are absolutely passe for next season. 
These are already being replaced in re- 
hearsal and break-in sectors by the col- 
legiate or juvenile funster. The vaude- 
ville overseers in their attempts to in- 
terpret public taste have concluded that 
the average vaudeville devotee is sated 
with the “type” comedian. Snappy-look- 
ing juveniles with new tricks and a fast 
fresh line of chatter are desirable above 
all. Even in the hoke branch, which 
has come into great favor since the war, 
many changes will be made in buying 
talent. The low comedians will have to 
be exceptionally original in manner and 
method. Whereas in several seasons pre- 
ceding, hoke was taken in whole even if

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The big time, to 
all appearances, is giving no quarter in 
its enforcement of the ban mentioned in 
ar contracts against making jumps 
by means other than railroads. When 
Ryan and Noblette were fined $100 and 
deducted pro rata for missing a show in 
Des Moines several weeks ago because 
they were delayed by an auto mishap, 
it was believed that the auto-ban mat- 
ter would be allowed to slide in the 
natural course of events. 

This week, however, the RKO booking 
office swooped down on another act— 
Billy Gilbert—for the same violation 
Gilbert missed the day and lost out in 
salary aS a result of being held up on 
the road in jumping from Providence to 


tistes’ 


the Keith-Albee, Boston Billy McDer- 
mott was hastily drafted to take his 
place, and Godfrey, beIng informed at 
once of the incident, decided that Gil- 
bert would have to lose out on a pro 
rata scale. There were extenuating cir 
cumstances in Gilbert's case, it was con- 
ceded, but even this factor failed to 


move Godfrey from his determination to 
enforce the rule that acts uSe what is 
regarded as “the most reliable form of 
transportation”, the railroads. 


It was learned in connection with the 


Gilbert incident that RKO is not averse 
to artistes making auto Jumps over com- 
muting distances. In jumping from one 


large town to another, these usually 
separated by considerable distance, the 


auto ban is being enforced rigidly. Ar- 
tistes roused to comment pro and con 
over the Ryan and Noblette and Billy 
Gilbert cases, declared that acts are 
using pleasure cars to make jumps be- 
cause, as a general rule, salaries are far 
below their usual standard. Autos are 
employed as economical] factors, and acts 
are seeking to prove this by showing that 
acts which receive favorable salaries rare 
ly resort to auto jumps. Both RKO and 


Loew are opposed to auto jumps and 
so inform their acts. It is learned on 
good authority that certain bookers 


against the wishes of the office, of course, 
encourage acts to make long auto Jump: 
as a means of getting the acts for small 
salaries 

Acts generally understand the con- 
structive motive behind the desire of the 
big time to discourage auto Jumps, but 
they (the acts) maintain that the rule 
will never be enforced properly until 
bookers realize that the yen of acts for 
using autos arises from the pinching of 
their incomes by tight bookers. 


RKO Adds 
3 Agents 


Conlon and McNally Under 
One Franchise — Tom 
Kennedy Gets Another 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3. — RKO added 
three agents to its ranks this week un- 
cer two franchises. Ralph Conlon, vet- 
eran Keith Circuit booker, and John J, 
McNally, formerly connected with the 
production department and for a time 
in charge of Palace auditions, are com- 
bined under one franchise. Tom Ken- 
nedy, former associate of Frank Evans, 
is on his own under the second fran- 
chise. The trio assume privileges under 
their respective franchises at once. 

In iiving Conlon and MeNally official 
approval to submit acts to the sixth 
floor, George A. Godfrey laid down the 
condition that they deal exclusively in 
new acts and new material. RKO at 
this time is not over enthusiastic about 
adding agents to its ranks who will 
duplicate the work of those already 
established. Thus the special conditions 
laid down for the new combo. McNally 
has been fairly active in writing special 
material, and Godfrey expects to re- 
ceive the benefit of this skill thru 
activities of the new firm. 

Tom Kennedy came into prominence 
last season thru his writing of the sig- 
nature song of the RKO Hour over the 
NBC network. He was recruited to sing 
choruses of the number to open and 
close the hour weekly. It is practically 
set that he will continue in this job 
the coming season. No strings are tied 
to Kennedy's franchise, altho it is likely 
that he will team up with another 
agent within the next several weeks. 
There is no thought of this in the minds 
of RKO booking officials, however, at 
the present time. 


Loew Jacks Up 
White Plains 


NEW YORK. Aug. 5.—To cope with the 
heavy opposition offered by the Keith- 
Albee since it went into a stage-band 
policy, Loew’s State, White Plains, will 
start using stage attractions next Sun- 
day.

Say Transfer Men 
Molest Animal Act 


Pallenbergs Feel They Are 


Singled Out Beeause They 


Transport by Own Auto—Guerrilla Tactics Blamed— 
Circuits Pursue “Hands Off” Policy 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Emil and (Mrs.) Cato Pallenberg, widely known in vaude- 
ville thru their novelty act, Pallenberg’s Bears, have concluded that they have 
every reason to believe that the local transfer owners and their employees, united 


in 


the Theatrical Transfer Chauffeurs and Helpers’ Union, Local 817, has singled 


them out as an ‘bject lesson” in the morale-breaking campaign against acts 


‘hat persist in using their own auto- 
mobiles for transportation of baggage 

Since the Pallenbergs opened July 3 
for RKO itn Flushing few dates have not 
been marked by disturbing acts com- 
mitted both by stagehands and others 
self-designated as representatives of the 
transfer groups. Emil Pallenberg at first 
attributed the disinclination of stage- 
hands to hang and take down their 
scenery to a labor bill outstanding to 
Pete Kearns, Flushing transfer man. 
But developments in the last several 
days, since the Kearns bill was settled, 
and the latter assured Pallenberg that 
he bore him no ill will, indicate that the 
Pallenberes have aroused the wrath of 
the guerrilla element among the teamsters 
and transfer men to the extent that 
everything has been done to prevent 
them from playing their dates in peace. 

The Pallenbergs use a pleasure car and 
trailer to convey themselves, their ani- 
mals, scenery and props In moving 
from the Keith-Albee, Flushing, to the 
Fordham, 1n the Bronx, they called upon 
Kearns to haul them, because the brakes 
of their car were not working as they 
should Kearns’ employee was vague 
about the charges and, pending final 
settlement, the Pallenbergs paid $20 on 
They claim they never heard 
from Kearns until several days ago, but 
heard plenty from stagehands and others 
When playing the Kenmore (on July 10) 
it is alleged the stagehands refused to 
take down their scenery because “it was 
brought in by non-union men.” Pallen- 
berg admits that he is a “non-union 
man.” 

No trouble was experienced on subse- 
quent dates in Elizabeth and at the Mil- 
lion-Do’ Pier, Atlantic City At the 
Coliseuc (on July 27) the stagehands 
refused to touch the Pallenberg scenery, 
claiming that a labor bill was outstand- 
ing acainst them. This past half, at the 
Madison, Brooklyn, stagehands were also 
illeged to have refused to touch the 
scenery 

The RKO office was appealed to during 
the Madison date, but booking executives 
refused to interfere. One official ex- 
plained his reluctance on the ground 
hat “if we are not sure acts cannot avoid 
union trouble, we do not want them to 
work for us.” 

The Pallenbergs have several more 
weeks of dates for the big time in the 
local houses. A transfer man, friendly 
to them, personally tipped them off that 
“a certain transfer office 1s causing all 
your trouble.” Emil called this individual 
and was told point blank that his in- 
former was right; also that he would do 
everything in his power to make things 
dificult for the Pallenbergs, because they 
do not engage union men for hauling 

Several other acts have complained in 
recent weeks of personal discrimina- 
tion because they use pleasure cars to 
haul their effects, but none of these has 
been subjected to as much insistent “per- 
Secution” as claimed by the Pallenbergs 
Acts getting the works as a result of 
evading the emp'oyment of transfer peo- 
ple have no recourse with the big cir- 
cults. It has been proved time and 
again that even the most powerful of the 
theater chains are keeping shy of be- 
coming involved in controversies with 
the labor unions. When an act rubs 
the union people the wrong way, it ap- 
Pears from observation, he had better 
make amends, since no sympathy or sup- 
port will be forthcoming from the circuit 
People, who are themselves kow- 
‘Owing with appreciable humbleness to 
the union people.

Biz Poor in His Territory— 
Sound-Ridden Managers 
Want Acts 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3—While business 
conditions are poor generally in the 
Central States, the outlook for vaude- 
ville is far better than one would expect 
under these conditions. This is the 
opinion of William Delaney, one of the 
more important bookers of RKO’s pop.- 
price department, who returned this 
week from a 10-day inspection of his 
territory, covering Western New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia and Canada. 

Delaney found both commercial and 
industrial conditions in a bad shape, this 
reflecting directly on theater business. 
He expects eventually to come thru with 
a good season, but indications are that 
he will get a late start. More than 75 
per cent of the theater owners and 
operators with whom he conferred in- 
dicated to Delaney that they are con- 
vinced reinstallation of vaudeville will be 
compulsory by the middle of October. 
Managers in the territory covered by the 
RKO booker declared that they have 
not been satisfied with the results ob- 
tained from all-sound policies. They get 
the breaks only when the exceptionally 
good films are booked—and these are 
few and far between these days. 

“Sound has not put any money into 
the box office,” Delaney declared. De- 
laney expects to inaugurate his season 
with from five to six weeks of time. He 
anticipates that most of his houses will 
use an average of four acts on a split 
week. There is a growing warmness 
among managers toward § stage-band 
policies. Several intimated to him that 
they are receptive to the idea as a 
change from conventional vaudeville 
every five or six weeks. 

Delaney’s trip was solely for the pur- 
pose of looking over his territory. On 
his next tour, which will be in about 
three weeks, he will apply himself to the 
task of seeking new houses for his books.

This distinctly unfair terminology to 
apply to all indie equipment people is 
beginnine to cause something of a stir 
end mav lead to serious reprisals on 
the part of De Forest, Pacent, Cinephone 
and others, all of whom are quick to 
ciaim their devices as fool as Vitaphone, 
Movietone and Photophone and as fully 
protected by patents. 

Indirectly thru the coinage of the 
term, “bootleg”, the interchangeability 
situation that confronted the industry 
at the beginning of the sound era comes 
up acain. Theaters installed with indie 
eqipment are playing the productions 
made on other systems by the big pro- 
ducers, altho fears at first were grave 
that distributors would attempt to kill 
bookings and break contracts

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—There will be 
plenty of silents this season. Sound 
hysteric, which seized the industry about 
a year ago when major companies 
emerged with the startling talkie enter- 
tainment, is now subsiding and produc- 
tion Is assuming a natural course again, 
according to indications along Broadway. 

Fox. who was instrumental in main- 
taining the talkie uproar when he an- 
nounced in early summer that his com- 
pany would produce talkies only, is back 
again in the silent lists with the an- 
nouncement that he will make a silent 
version for every sound and talkie Win- 
nie Sheehan makes for him. 

This policy is in line with that pro- 
pesed by every major company. Para- 
mount long ago stated that a _ silent 
version of every film it makes would be 
available for the market, and Warners 
and Metro have been making silents right 


along. 
As astounding as Fox's original an- 
nouncement made in June seemed to 


the industry, The Billboard has learned 
authoritatively that despite that sum- 
mery statement Fox was planning a full 
silent program. 

When Fox men held their convention 
in June the company already had nearly 
a half dozen or more silents, prepared 
for. marketing The announcement of 
the sound only production, it is learned, 
was a sales stunt, the brain child of able 
Jimmy Grainger, Fox general sales man- 
ager. 

At the time Fox made its momentous 
announcement there were approximately 


2,500 wired houses in the United States, 
and the number in Europe’ was 
negligible. This number represented 
practically less than 10 per cent of 
American houses and in nearly every 


case a chain owned or controlled theater. 
At the present time there are a little 
over 3,000 wired houses in the United 


States, according to figures released by 
Fox, and from which it is said the 
producers receive 75 per cent of their 
revenue, which in effect represents the 
income received by the producers from 
chain theater systems. 


It is an extraordinary revelation, for 
according to Fox figures, independent 


theater owners are progressing slowly to-. 


wards sound, and with only chain houses 
or nearly so being wired it would have 
been reasonably impossible for Fox to go 
ahead with just a sound program if the 


company were to realize any net this 
season. 
More than 14,000 theaters in the 


United States are not yet equipped for 
sound reproduction, which, it is estimated, 
will require from three to four years to 
effect, while it will take much longer 
before the 27,000-odd theaters in Europe 
and other foreign parts will be wired. 


Thus with Fox producing 48 features 
this season, both for the sound and for 
the silent market, the number of silent 
productions to be available for theaters 
will total 414.

The addition of the Saenger Circuit 
brings the total of theaters now either 
wholly owned or controlled by Publix 
to more than 1,200 Louses. 

It was a logical deal for Publix, for the 
Paramount subsidiary already held a 
minarity interest in Saenger Theaters 
and was an equal partner in the Publix- 
Saenger Theaters. 

Saenger theaters are located thruout 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Texas, Florida, 
Arkansas and Alabama. The Publix- 
Saenger group comprised the Consoli- 
dated Theaters, the Wilby-Kincey-Lucas- 
Baum and the Dent Theaters. 


Publix-Saenger operates 30 theaters in 
North Carolina alone. In addition to 
this its Consolidated partner has a chain 
of 15 houses in Florida The Wilby- 
Kincey-Lucas-Baum Circuit extends 
thruout Alabama, Georgia and North 
Carolina, while the Dent Theaters con- 
trol 63 theaters in Texas and New Mex- 
ico, besides various houses in Central 
America, Jamaica, Panama and Cuba. 


Radio’s First Step 
Abroad With Prologs 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The first definice 
step of a major producer taken towards 
protecting the foreign sound market is 
credited to RKO, which has adopted a 
novel policy of providing their films for 
foreign consumption with screen pro- 
logs spoken in the language of the coun- 
try of distribution by native actors 

It is definitely known that with the 
advent of sound on film and disc talkies 
that American business received quite a 
setback foreign picture field, and 
while in one or two instances American 
sound films have been exhibited in 
European cities, the dialog film has still 
to make its foreign debut. 

Whether other producing companies 
will follow the lead set by RKO is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. No statements were 
forthcoming from any of the larger com- 
panies. RKO, however, is said to have 
consulted its foreign buyers before un- 
dertaking the extraordinary move. 

The foreign market covers approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of the gross film 
business of Amerfcan film producers. 
While there are approximately 20,500 
theaters in the United States, Europe's 
theaters total 27,338. They represent a 
gross income of nearly $75,000,000 to the 
American film producer. Half of this 
sum, or about $35,000,000, according to 
RKO figures, is derived from theaters in 
English-speaking countries. 

Thus approximately %40,000,000 was 
threatened by sound. And to protect its 
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interest in this income RKO evolved 
its present scheme. 

Briefly the plan is outlined thus: 

The general plot of the story, its char- 
acters and the key situations in the 
film are described in the language of 
the country where the film is distrib- 
uted. Then at the end of each reel, the 
picture again cuts to the prolog speaker, 
who describes the change of scene, the 
action and the dialog which is to follow 

In other words, with each film RKO 
will provide a screened master of cere- 
monies who will speak to foreign cus- 
tomers in their own tongue. The dialog 
in the film, however, will be unchanged. 

Randolph Bartlett, picture title editor 
of RKO, is in charge of this new work for 
the company. 

The first members of his foreign staff 
thus far known to have been engaged 
are Pierre De Ramsy, a Frenchman, with 
the Gaumont Film Company: Hans Von 
Moreherdt, German actor who played 
with Schausmelhaus Players in Munich; 
Manue! Paris, of Barcelona, Spain, whose 
real name is Manuel Conesa, brother of 
Maria Conesa, well-known Spanish ac- 
tress, and Robert Wahlberg, of Stock- 
holm, Sweden, who was an officer in 
the Royal Gotha Life Guards, but who is 
now in Hollywood. 

One RKO picture has already been 
given this service for the foreign market. 
It is Street Girl, which had its premier 
on Broadway last week. 


Para. Out 
To Create 
More Runs 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5. — Paramount- 
Publix is attempting to stretch runs of 
pictures thruout the circuit in the hope 
of establishing more “run” houses in this 
country to take the place of road- 
showing, which has been dealt its death 
blow by talkies. In the last two years a 
large increase in “run” houses, playing 
pictures longer than a week at pop. 
prices, has been noted. 

The Paramount-Publix outfit is asking 
exchange heads and theater managers, 
thru combined effort, to get longer runs 
on pictures, and with a view to getting 
results wanted is offering valuable prizes 
for the best extended runs _ contest 
planned for September. 

Thru the contest Sam Katz, head of 
Publix, hopes to place the searchlight on 
the laggards and the “also rans” if there 
are any of this breed in Publix.

Combination of Two Big Organizations, Reported Set for 
Months, Now To Go Thru, Floating $100,000,000 
Bond Issue—Fox Got Senators’ Advice 


Before Deal 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3-~Apparently 


assured against any kickback from the 


government, William Fox has shot ahead With plans of merging his various sub- 
sidiaries into one giant company until now only the minor details of shifting 
departments and the centralizing of offices remain to be ironed out and announced 
fo the public, it has been authoritatively ascertained by The Billboard. Plan to 


merge is months old, but Fox did not 
want to be hasty about actual combina- 
tion, due to possible governmental 
interference. 

The various units concerned in the 
merger include Fox Films, Fox Metro- 
politan Theaters, Fox-West Coast Thea- 
ters, Fox-Poli Circuit, Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer Pictures and the Loew Circuit. 

Under the plan which has been cf- 
fected, Fox will float a $100,000,000 bond 
issue with which to consolidate the 
union. Halsey, Stuart & Company are 
reported as the bankers. 

Despite announcements made at the 
time Fox bombshelled the industry with 
his purchase of Loew's, which included 
the Metro outfit, that each of the com- 
panies was to conduct its business as 
heretofore and iydependently of each 
other, but co-operatively, it has been 
learned that plans for the merging of 
the companies were set in motion al- 
most immediately with Fox's acquisition 
of Loew, Inc. 

It is reported that complete merging 
of the various units will have been com- 
pletely effected within three months. 
What companies will lose their identity 
in the new merger has not been ascer- 
tained, but an unconfirmed report has 
it that cuts and letterheads already have 
been ordered to take care of the ex- 
pected merger announcement under the 
official business heading, ‘“Fox-Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer”. The name of Loew is 
said to be omitted. 

At the time of Fox’s purchase of Loew's 
it was rumored that the possibiiity of 
governmental intervention would prevent 
a complete merger of the picture com- 
panies, and while this might have been 
true, it is reported that William Fox, 
even before the Loew deal had been 
closed, was in communication with sev- 
eral prominent United States Senators, 
whose advice he first sought before 
okehing the deal. 

Fox's purchase of Loew's was negotiated, 
it is reported, with a cash payment of 
$50,000,000, which is said to have been 
advanced by A. H. Giannini in three 
payments, the first being $20,000,000. 


For the past four months representa- 
tives of the various companies concerned, 
together with bankers’ representatives, 
have been conferring in New York, quietly 
whipping the merger into shape until 
now only an official announcement 
awaits its actual completion. 

Combining of the various assets of 
these units under one head will place the 
Fox firm second only to Paramount in 
total assets. It is estimated that the 
combined value of the various sub- 
Sidiazies involved in the merger will put 
Fox films in the $200,000,000 class. This 
is Only exceeded by Paramount, whose 
filM assets alone are valued at almost 
$157,000,000, while its various sub- 
Siilaries, such as the Famous Players 
Canadian Corporation and the Publix 
Theaters, puts Paramount assets in the 
heighborhood of $250,000,000. 


The merger of the Fox units is ex- 
pected to bring about a huge saving in 
operating expenses, with the various de- 
partments of the several units which now 
Operate more or less independently be- 
coming parts of a centralized outfit, 
Where not only man power but much 
time and duplication of effort in dis- 
tribution and production will become 
minimized. 

With the merger Fox will have cul- 
Minated his drive that has sent him 
Spiraling from the base of an independent 
Producer to the heights of film pro- 
duction that ranks him now as a world 
leader. His astounding march that has 
brought his company to become one of 
the mightiest factors in the entertain- 
ment world began nearly two years ago 
when he astonished the film world with 
the purchase of the West Coast Circuit.

“Nana” 


(MOVIEGRAPHS, INC) 
At 55th St. Playhouse 

Even an artie has a nerve to play a 
picture like Nana. Were it not for the 
fact the 55th Street Playhouse outfit, 
kown as Moviegraphs, bought the picture 
outright for America, it probably would 
never have had the benefit of a showing 
here. 

The picture is supposed to be based 
on Emile Zola’s famous classic of the 
same name, which has a great deal to 
do about a rather intriguing courtesan, 
but the French in producing Nana used 
almost everything that was not in the 
book, excepting the characters. Osten- 
sibly to get by the censors, everything 
happens in the picture that didn’t hap- 
pen in the classic, with the result most 
people who are curious to see Nana be 
cause they know Zola’s best work. will 
be disappointed as well as excruciatingly 
bored. 

The slowness of the picture is painful, 
and the acting of the leading characters, 
with the exception of Werner Krauss, 
fis rank. Catherine Hessling, seen as 
Nana, is the best specimen thus far of 
overacting. She tries to be a French 
Mae Murray and would probably be shot 
at sunrise if she ever came anywhere 
near Hollywood’s gates. 

The French, almost consistently poor 
picture producers, open their picture 
opium pipe with Nana struggling for a 
feature role in a new play which she ob- 
tains by foisting her attentions upon an 
old count, who, in turn, leaves his wife 
cold for the new toy. Another count 
and his son both become enamored of 
the siren and both commit suicide over 
her. Scenes at a race track are the only 
exteriors, and these are not picturesque 
as they might have becn. 

Most of the action in Nana is at her 
impressionistic home, fashioned after the 
Hollywood manner, with a few huge sets 
a trifle more striking than in most for- 
eign productions. Direction was by Jean 
Renoir, son of the distinguished French 
painter. He would better follow the call- 
ing of his illustrious father rather than 
try to direct pictures. The manner in 
which he handles scenes and characters 
in Nana is at once laughable to Ameri- 
cans who know their pictures. 

Nana is probably one of the very good 
reasons why French exhibitors insist on 
having American product. They are ab- 
solutely right in so wanting. R.C 


“The Cock-Eyed World” 


(FOX-MOVIFTONE) 
At the Roxy 

There are more big laughs to the foot 
in the negative of The Cock-Eyed World 
than in any other all-talkie to date, and 
more real entertainment value, as a 
result, than you can shake the public 
appeal yardstick at.

Laurence Stallings 
and Maxwell Anderson, authors of What 
Price Glory?, wrote its sequel, with 
William K. Wells credited with doing the 
dialog. Lily Damita takes the place of 
Dolores Del Rio as the featured girl in 
the case and does nobly in her somewnat 
difficult role of a tropical soldier’s sweet- 


heart. With El Brendel, as a Swede 
character, for additional comic relief, 
the new Fox picture can't miss on

“The Fight for Matterhorn” 
(BRILL DIST. CO) 
At Little Carnegie 

Recular exhibitors who play The Fight 
Matterhorn might chance the title, 
which in Hocus Pocus, Ia., and Four 
Corners, Neb., may not mean anything 
at all as it is. The picture merely uses 
the mountain climbing as a background 
for a story that is far more interesting 
and much better handled than most that 
issue out of Europe. 

Hom Film, Berlin, produced The Fight 
for Matterhorn in actual locales, taking 
it at the great mountain lying between 
Italy and Switzerland and in the small 
town at its foot. An Englishman anxious 
to scale Matterhorn’s heights is injured 
and his life saved by a native rival, to 
whose home he is taken to be nursed 
back to health. The kindliness of his 
wife to the Englishman, coupled with 
the cunning of a cousin who has his eye 
on the attractive woman, stirs in the 
native’s heart a keen jealousy for the 
innocent Englishman. Together they are 
to try to climb Matterhorn and the 
native is about to be guided by the im- 
Pulse that “mountains never tell”, but 
Scmehow or other when the opportunity 
erises he gets cold fect 

Again rivals to climb Matterhorn, the 
Native and the Englishman set out 
Separately, the Englishman winning. In 
the meantime the wife has been attacked 
by the villain-cousin and the mother has 
driven him away, with the result Eng- 
lishman and native are the best of 
friends and the latter goes to great 
‘rouble and danger to absolve the Eng- 
lishman of blame in an accident to 
comrades on his pilgrimage up Matter- 
horn's sides. 

The story holds the interest nicely 
and the direction by Marie Bonnard and 
Nuntie Malasomma is at all times far 
Superior to that of most Europeans. It 
Seems they have caught the simplicity 
of mountain life and love, and in the 
Scenes on and around Matterhorn have 
brought to the screen shots of unusual 
historical interest. Camera technique 1s 
about as good as has come out of Ger- 
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many, and the manner in which sym- 
bolism is used is unique and refreshing. 

Cast is considerably above average and 
includes Luis Trenker, Marcella Albani, 
Clifford MacLaglen and Peter Voss as 
principals. MacLaglen, apparently @ 
relative of Victor McLaglen, the Fox star, 
and looking very much like a brother, 
plays the villain role.

CHICAGO ZOO 
READY IN 733 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—Chicago's $4,000.- 
000 zoological gardens, now under con- 
struction at Brookfield, beyond River- 
side. will be ready for the formal open- 
ing of the World’s Fair in 1933, it was 
announced this week by John T. Mc- 
Cutcheon, president of the Chicago Zoo- 
logical Society. 

re the present time work on the zoo 
is at a standstill owing to the readjust- 
ment of assessments on real estate and 
the consequent holding up of funds for 
building. It is expected work will be re- 
sumed in a few months and by 1932 the 
animals will be acquired, giving ample 
time to accustom them to their sur- 
roundings before the fair opens. 

Edward H. Bean, director of the gar- 
dens, states that besides the adminis- 
tration group, including commissary, ga- 
rage, heating and lighting plant and 
other structures, work is done on the 
reptile house, the bird house, the build- 
ing for smaller mammals, and on the 
five-winged bear dens. The buildings, 
done in modified Italian peasant style, 
faced with cold water paint and roofed 
in red tile, make a vivid effect among 
the green surroundings. Three hundred 
young Norway maple trees have been 
placed in formal groups thruout the 
gardens. 

The barless bear dens, built to repro- 
duce as nearly as possible the native 
surroundings of the animals, are five 
wing-shaped constructions, each with a 
frontage of 120 feet, with back walls and 
sleeping quarters for t#@e bears concealed 
behind artificial rockwork. A deep moat 
protects the public from the animals. 
Dens for the lions, tigers, elephants and 
other animals will be constructed along 
the same lines.

The Pay Gate --- Is It an Asset? 


By L. M. 


BROPHY 


To me the vast amount of pro and 
con discussion regarding carnival pay- 
gates is surprising. Personally I can see 
no reason for discussion or argument 
I consider it as one of the most logical 
things in the world. We have had a 
pay gate with the Murphy Shows con- 
stantly since 1927. During that season 
we played a which had a $1,000 
weekly “reader” for carnival organiza- 
tions “Why not overcome the heavy 
reader in effect here by making a closed 
midway—putting on a 10-cent gate— 
and giving away an automobile on Sat- 
urday night?” was the thought that 
occurred to me. It was a complete suc- 
cess from the start. 

Since that time there has been but 
one city on the itinerary of the Murphy 
Shows in which we did not put on a 
pay gate. That is Kalamazoo—where 
we had already exhibited twice to big 
business—and where we did not feel 
that it would be good showmanship to 
depart from the free admission practice. 
Some carnival managers claim that, if a 
pay gate is operated, free acts are neces- 
sary. I am, of course, only vouchsafing 
my personal opinion, but we have never 
had a “miss” with a pay gate and the 
automobile give away, properly exploited, 
always “turns the trick” 

“Are there a lot of ‘squawks’ on the 
front in cities which are unaccustomed 
to pay gates?” is a question frequently 


city 


asked me. The answer is, surprisingly 
few. The first night, and possibly the 
second, there are a few “squawks” regis- 
tered, but the people soon get the idea 
and interest becomes cumulati"e as.the 
week goes on. We usually give a stand- 
ard make, medium-priced car—holding 
the drawing in front of the Wild West 
Show at 11:30 o'clock on the closing 
night, insisting upon the holder of the 
lucky ticket being on the lot in person, 
and our Saturday nights are very heavy. 


In addition to the direct 
Saturday nights (running from 6,500 to 
12,000 paid admissions with this show 
and the big percentage of spots running 
closer to the latter figure) we note a 
constant “build up” during the week 
They have no chance to tire of a free act, 
there is no necessity of giving free cou- 
pons with gate tickets for show or ride 
admissions, the people realizing that the 
lucky holder of the prize-winning ticket 
wil] receive an article of real value and 
distinctly worth while. Thus the scheme 
reacts favorably from every possible an- 
gle. 


From the time the car is purchased by 
the special agent (usually two weeks in 
advance of the opening) it is constantly 
operated (properly placarded) thruout

the city and surrounding territory and 
this proves an additional source of valu- 
able publicity. 


Advertises Concessions

cession man, who buys space in large 
quantities from Indiana, Ohio and 
Kentucky fairs, has found advertis- 
ing has been a great benefit to his 
business at each stand.

The Krause Greater Shows opened the 
1929 season just five weeks ago at Ashe- 
ville, N. C. A couple of weeks before 
there was no Krause Show on the road, 
and the wise ones were wondering how 
on earth a show could be organized right 
in the heart of the summer and almost 
at the gate of the fair season. 


Krause told the world in a Billboard 
advertisement just what he wanted and 
just what he didn't want. Krause has 


been an outstanding figure in the carnt- 
val business for nearly quarter cen- 
tury He has had as many ups and 
downs as any man who ever managed a 
show His experience has been a great 
teacher, to take his own words for it 
His advertisement for shows, rides and 
concessions contained the following para 


graph: “Notice Concessiona‘res and 
Shows Will positively not allow any 
G wheels, set spindles, skillos, tracks, 


big six. buckets, cats, swingers or other 
game with a caff or a crooked move with 
sticks That means protect‘on for 
legitimate shows and concessions.” 

During his 25 years in the carnival 
business, Benny Krause has made many 
friends, both in and out of the show 
business. They have learned thru ex- 
perience his word means something more 
than mere piffle. People came to him, 
leaving other shows to be with “Benny”. 
They had reasons, and do not mind stat- 
ing them publicly. One word explains 
the whole transformation—Grift. 

Some concessionaires have proposed 
to him many times since the show 
opened—even those on the midway-—-to 
allow this and that. His answer has 
been the same to all. “No, positively no; 
I stated very clearly what the Krause 
Show would consist of. and that state- 
ment goes, and will continue to go, re- 
gardless.” 

One concessionaire approached Krause 
a few days ago and asked him what he 
intended to do at a certain fair where 
a lot of independent concession men Op- 
erate, and imploring him to turn them 
loose for the date. Krause answered 
“T don't care what the secretary of the 
fair allows, my show remains the same 
Because one man harbors a bunch of 
thieves. end they happen to be in the 
same town or on the same fairgrounds, 
is no good reason for some other man 
to do the same thing. I have tried the 
carnival business almost as long as the 
oldest of them and I have found there is 
onlv one way to run a show if it is to 
survive.” Krause reminded this man 
to look back over the last 15 years and 
count up the great number of shows 
that are now nonexistent—-gone broke— 
and see how many of them tolerated 
strong joints and how many didn't. 
There he would find his answer 

Krause opened his show in Asheville 


on schedule and has been going along 
very nicely. He made a little carnival 
history in Knoxville recently by operat- 
ing merchandise wheel concessions for 
the firs ‘e in many vears, and prizes 
highly the tetters he holds from officials 
and others. He admits he wouldn't have 
lasted one night with even one question- 
able store. 

The Krause Show played its first fair 
at Harrodsburg. Ky. last week Five 
big riding devices and 11 shows, together 
with 50 concessions, make the mid- 
way. All shows are the carnival

much wou'd come in the shows at all 
if they didn't give out passes, for the 
strong joints have them all broke before 
they reach the shows and rides.” 

If there is anything at all in “right 
will prevail,” then Ben Krause is 
destined to come into his own again in 
the carnival world if this policy is main- 
tained. His advertisement is being ful- 
filled—no gaff joints, no percentage of 
any description, no buy backs, no sticks 
and no objectionable shows.

Reporters are sent to secretly inspect 
outfits playing towns in which these 
papers are located, and when any unde- 
sirable practices are discovered they are 
prominently publicized. 

In case you don’t know it, the Scripps- 
Howard organization has a policy of go- 
ing out of its way to expose anything 
that is unfair to public interests. 

And these papers have a national rep- 
utation for getting results in pursuance 
of this policy. 


More town newspapers seem to be 
assuming a fair attitude toward outdoor 
shows. 

They finally are giving some attention 
to the fact that gambling and other bad 
practices on the midways of shows play- 
ing their communities often are author- 
ized, countenanced or demanded by some 
local influences. 

Discovery of this situation has led sev- 


eral papers to reverse their opinions and 
policies with regard to carnivals. 

For the most part they are adopting a 
neutral stand, pending developments one 
way or another. 

it is up to the shows themselves 
whether those developments will be in 
their favor or against them. 

Actions on the lot will speak louder 
than arguments. 


Some carnivals complain that they are 
followed around by sharpers who do not 
belong to their personnel. The Dodson 
organization runs classified ads in each 
town, warning the publie against thes 
cooks. By calling on the police and 
public to be on the lookout for such 
tricksters, several have been landed in 
jail. 


A circus man writes in protesting 
against the unfairness to the big tops 
when a grift carnival gets into trouble 
and ‘s referred to in the newspapers as 
a circus. 

This has been a sore spot for a long 
time, and there doesn't seem to be any 
chance of curing it until every news- 
paperman in the country learns the dif- 
ference between a circus and a carnival. 


J. W. Mitchell, of Gray's Canadian 
Shows, recently was arrested and prose- 
cuted in Sault Ste. Marie for operating 
an unfair game of chance. 

The penalty for this offense in Sault 
Ste. Marie is as high as 42,000 fine or 
two years in jail. ’
